They do
their work satisfactorily and well
Taken altogether they are neater, bet-
ter behaved and quicker than young men.
The result is that these bright young fel-
lows, capable of doing excellent work,
are forced to toil for long hours, often
st night, for the munificent salary of §15
s month. After two or three years of
hard and faithful service promotion to
the §25 a month class is possible, while
§85 to $50 is the ontside figure to which
a clerk may aspire if he exhibits special

his task,
If the next 20 years witness the same
relative increase in the number of work-
ing girls and women as has taken place
since 1870 in this country and the United
Btates, we shall see young men doing
the housework and their sisters and
mothers carrying on half the business of
the land.—Canadian Magazine.

The wealthy Siamese, including
the king, practically turn night into
day. All importaut political meet-
ings are held in the night, and 4
o'clock in the morning is the hour at
which Bangkok fashionables retire
until 4 o'clock the succeeding after-
noon. There is a semi-European the-
ater in Bangkok, which was erected
by one of the present king's prede-
cessors, and there are plenty of out-
door theatrical performances by na-
tives, the Siamese being a pleasure
loving people and fond of all sorts
of entertainments,
The worst thing that can happen
to & man in Siam i8 to get into debt,
from which there is never any es-
cape, owing to the exorbitant inter-
est charged. Oncein debt, there is no
appeal, the debtor being stripped of
his clothes and compelled to work in
fetters, generally for the rest of his
life, to pay the interest. Drunkards
are not permitted to give evidence in
the law courts of Siam.
The Buddhist priests, clad in yel-
low robes, are to be seen everywhere
in Bangkok, and it is quite common
for young men to enter the priest-
hood, which affords them an easy
and luxurious existence, owing to
the liberality of the populace toward
any one sanctified to the service of
Buddha. —Demorest's.

The Bolling Point,
Why is it that in boiling in an open
vessel such liquids as cider, ete., wa-
ter only escapes in steamn, while the
strength remains, while in boiling it
in a retort, as in a still, the strength
passes away in the steam, and in dis-
ulling salt or impure water only the
pure water passes off in the steam]
This is because of a difference ip
the boiling pbints in the fluids, and
that under the increased pressure of
a retort the boiling point is higher
than that of water in the open air at
the ordinary pressure of the atmos-
phere. If cider had a higher boiling
gzmt than water when the water
ils at 100 degrees, it alone will pass
off, except of course it takes soume
little cider with it mechanically. On
the contrary, if alcohol were present,
before the boiling point of water
were reached most of the z‘-lu
would have passed away. If in-
creased pressure of the retort al-
lows it on the boiling point of the
fluids therein being reached, sup
pose the heat to be great enoug
they will be changed to vapor and
pass away, whatever they be.—Bal
timore American. R
